Latrobe Woman Notes Some 
Resemblance To Photo In 
Sacramento Suicide Mystery 


The case of the “tattooed woman” 
whose skeleton was found eighteen 
eighteen monthe ago in a dry creek bed 
‘near Clarksville, 1s revived today in 
connection with a new mystery con- 
fronting Sacramento police. 

On January 12 a man tentatively 
identified as Jack Ullridge committed 
“suicide in a Sacramento rooming house 
‘leaving a note: 

“Don’t try to identify me.” 

In the room, torn to bits, was a pic- 
ture of an unknown woman, a strik- 
ing brunet, aged about 25. The picture 
was pieced together by a Sacramento 
photographer and Mrs. Gordon Estey, 
of Latrobe, sees in the reconstructed 
picture a resemblance to the recon- 
structed features of the ‘tattooed wo- 
-man” whose skeleton was found near 
Clarksville August 16. 1936. 

According to reports from Sacra-

been available as to its magnitude. Re- 
cently the U. S. Forest Products Lab- 
oratory, Madison, Wis., completed a 
study giving actual data on the sub- 
ject. Engineers at the laboratory made 
their study in a two-story wood house 
of about the size and type of construc- 
tion usually found on farms and in 
rural sections of the United States 
where the winters are‘cold. 


Calculations in this test imdicated 
that at an outdoor temperature of 35 
degrees Fahrenheit the difference in 
temperature at the second-story ceiling 
were respectively 6 and 13 degrees be- 
|fore and after the attic floor was laid, 
‘that is, the temperature at the ceiling 
of the second story was about 7 de- 
| greet warmer after the addition of the 
' attic floor. It is probable that in a 
‘house with lath-and-plaster ceiling and 
strip-and-shingle roof the addition of a 
_tight, dry, light-weight, 1l-inch wood 
floor to the attic, besides giving con- 
siderable extra storage space or an ad- 
‘ditional room, will save about one- 
third of the heat otherwise lost 
through the roof. If the extra room is 
not needed, or if it is impractical to lay 
a wood floor, the installation of some 
kind of insulation laid over the lath 
and plaster may prove worth while in 
reducing heat losses.
